Serial Number 20220, plate A-C. Track and Price’s 
census reports that this is the first $10 & $20 Plain Back sheet to come 
forth from this popular Chautauqua County issuing bank, with the 
two sheets currently in the census listed as $5 Plain Backs. The notes 
are all bright offering exceptionally well printed design details. The 
penned signatures stand out in dark ink and are fully legible. A real 
treat for any New York national or sheet collector.
